Of the DEFEAT of the 
REBELS at BOT HWEL-BRIDGE. 


” Jo 120, » which then lay at Moorhead {beyond 
Black borne and having ſent for ſome Pro- 
viſions from Edenburgh , which he found 
wanting.as ſoon as they arrived, He reſolved 
to march 2painſi the Rebels, who lay encamped beyond Both- 
well-Bridze, up towards Hamilton, abour Nine miles diſtance 
from our Camp. And accordingly on Saturday the 21 of 
Fune, in the Eyening, his Grace began his March ; Major 
Oelethorp.was cena to Lead the Van with five Troops of the 
Engliſh Dragoons, and One hundred Horſe, commanded by 
the Lord Hume. His Grace followed wich the reſt of the 
Horle and Dragoons, and Three hundred Commanded Foot ; 
The Earl of Lizlithgow, Major-General, led the Foot. About 
break of day the Van came in ſight of the Rebels, who were 
all ready Drawn up in two Bodies , though they had no 

other notice of our March than wiat they had from our 
lighted Matches. Major Oglethorp with his Party was com- 
mandcd to march direQly towards the Bridge, and draw up

proachi i2g 1o much the-nearer.,-;becaule; they- found -the 
Rebels bad Barrjcadoed. The Br ae -with Stones: and Tim- 
_ thar -endred- it very difficulr*ro. Paſs ; the Rebels had 
policd themſelves very advantageoully,for there was no coming 
ro them bur over that Yridge, the River Cy running berween 
the rwo Armies. His Crace drew up the Army 1n Battle up- 
»1 the heighth parallel ro the River , in full view of the Re- 
bels ; which boing done, He went to viſit the Dragoons Poſt 
ebout a Mile diſtant ; He was mer on the way by an Officer, 
who acquainted him that a Parly was Bear, and delivered him 
a Petition ſent trom them, and Signed by Robert Hamilton in 
the vame of himſelf and the Covenanred Army mm Scotland 
now in Arms; The Purport w hereof was, That they had lay'n 
under great Oppreſſions in their Eftates and Conſciences, which had 
Oblived them to have recourſe to Arins for their own Preſervati- 
01, which they would keep no loner, when the Things ſet forth in 
ebeie Declaration were. granted th.m. His Grace aJmitting of 
the Parley, there came out to him, Mr. David Hume, one of 
their Miniſters, wich another Gentleman : ; and being asked 
what rhey came for, Mr Hume aniwered, They were informed 
that his Crace was a Mercifull Man, that took no delight to ſhed 
Blood, and one that had Power to do them Good. Vis Grace 
rold chem, He ſhould be wery glad that they would prevent the 
effuſion of Blood, and to ihat end he was willing to Hear what 
t was they deſired. Mr. Hume anſwered, That all their Deſires 
vere contained in their Declaration. And being asked whether 
he mcant the Declaration thar paſſed under their name, as 
Proclaimed at Rugland. He anſwered, God forbid we ſhould 
ewn that; But the Declaration he ſpoke of, was one they had 
Jarcly Printed, a Copy whereof he had with him, aad deſired 
LA to Read | It; and having read it, His Grace rold them, 
He ſuppoſed they would take this as a Pr oof of his Clemency and 
Forbearance towards them, that he had Patience to hear {«h a 
LF 5k L againſt the Kings 1 Perſon and Government reac! through- 
ou ; But that be ſaw n9 Ariicle in it he could p:ſj;bly agree to 
anti therefore would make them a much foarter * F epolal: \ hich 
was, That if they would immediately lay down thei Arms, and 
{aibaxit then ſel ves to His Majeſt y Mercy, the Kings Forces ſbould 
it fall upouthem. Mr Hume ſaid it was impollible to agree to 
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that, for that it would be to lay their Heads tpon the Block ; 
his Grace adviſed them to confider' well ' what they had to do, 
and to reflect a little ( if that number of Men' { ſhewing them 
the Army as it was Drawn up ) were' not ſufficient to oblige 
them ro new Reſolutions ;. He returned it very brikly, Dei- 
ring his Grace would take a View' of the Covenanted Army, 
aſſuring him, That every Man heſaw there, would Die in the 
place where he ſtood, in Defence of the Covenant. His 
Grace ſaid no more ro him , But that a few minutes would 
ſhew the truth of that,if they refuſed his Offer. 

The other Gentleman, who appeared 'the more moderite , 
detired a Ceſſation of Arms for one day, but being told it 
was not to be expeQGed that the Kings Troops ſhould grant 
thar to Rebels, he preſſed it for a quarter of an hour onely. 
His Grace told them if they would go and” conſider what 
he had faid, and ſend him their Propoſal in writing , he 
would at any time, when he-heard their Drum, ſtop to re- 
ceive their Paper, though the fight ſhould be begun,' and. ſo 
difmiſt them and immediately Ordered the Cannon toadrancs, 
which was brought to the heighth oppoſite'tb the Bridge,and 
whilſt . preparation 'was making to Fire Wpon .them, they'bear 
a ſecond: Parley; and Major Maine” was ſent to know * what 
they would have, who brought" back a Btrer to this' ee; 
That they . had confidered what bad been ſaid; but could agree 
to nothing leſs than what was in their Declaration ;, and that they 
anderſtood His Grace had brought with him, fron England, ſome 
Terms of Accomrmodation ; If he would pleaſe to communicate them 
be ſhould hawetheir Anſwer, if they were ſuch as they could accept. 
Major Maize was: ſent back to acquaint them, that'a more 
ſatisfactory Anſwer was expected, therefote they would now 
do. wellto look to themſelves, and their Officers might, if they 
chought fit, retire: from the Bridge ( who were come hither 
upon the. account of the Parley) for they ſhould hear from 
his Grace- in another manner.-.. As ſoon as they were retired, 
Orders were given for the Cannon'to Fire,-which they return- 
ed with ſo great a Volly' of ſhot from the Bridge, th:t our 
Gunners quitted their Guns, but ſoon returned to them again :

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Clock, after which time there were none killed. Many of 
the Priſoners were lorely wounded, and thoſe his Grace orde- 
red to be drefied by his own Chirurgeon. The Priſoners of Note 
that were taken are John Kid, one of their Miniſters, and of 
the moſt Fatious, who was taken by the Dragoons; and John 
King a Miniſter, who was taken ſome days after the Fight near 
Glaſgow, Mr. David Carthcart 3 a Captain of Foot was taken 
_ Kid, and old Gordon, Laird of E.rlefton was killed. 

It was ſaid by the Priſoners, that they had no account from 
David Hume of what his Grace offered them , which they 
believe would have been accepted of by the Generality;ſo Care- 
ful are their Miniſters that thoſe poor Miſguided People ſhould 
rather be Deſtroyed than Undeceived. 
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
